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PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To translate an HTML file of 
another language with high efficiency and to output an 
attractive translation by generating and outputting 
translated character data based on 1 st and 2nd character 
information which are related to the 1st language 
character data and the translated 2nd language character 
data respectively. 

SOLUTION: The 1st character information representing 
the information related to the character data of a 1st 
language is acquired together with the 2nd character 
information representing the information related to the 
translated character data. Then the translated character 
data are generated and outputted. In other words, a 
foreign home page is accessed and a displayed HTML 
file is stored in a fixed externa! storage (HD) 11 or a 
mobile external storage (FD) 9. In a translation mode, 
it's checked whether the HTML file is once translated or 
not. If a translated file exists, a browser is started 
to display the translated HTML file. If no translated 
HTML file exists, HTML translation processing is carried 
out to obtain an HTML file that is translated into 
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[ABSTRACT] 

[Object] To provide an information processing apparatus and its 
method, and a computer readable memory which can efficiently 
execute a translation of a html file in other language and can 
output an attractive translation result. 

[Solving Means] For example, a character data composed of 
English language is translated into a character data in Japanese 
language. Then, a first character information indicating the 
information relating to the character data composed of such 
English language and a second character information indicating 
the information relating to the character data in the translated 
Japanese language are obtained. Based on the obtained first 
character information and the second character information, a 
translated character data is composed and outputted to CRT 8. 
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Pertinent Description 

[0021] 

Fig. 2 is a flow chart showing a process executed by an 
embodiment of the present invention. 
[0022] 

It should be noted that in this embodiment, in addition to 
a program for execution of the process which will be described 
hereinafter, a browser for displaying a html document and a 
translation program for translating other language are stored, 
for example, in a HD 11, and each program is operated according 
to an instruction from the CPU 1 or the user and by cooperating 
with each other. 
[0023] 

First, at the rising time of the information processing . 
apparatus, initialization of the information processing- apparatus 
is performed in Step S01. Here, initialization of the management 
table is performed first. The management table is configured as 
shown in Fig. 3, which manages the "number of html files" 
currently registered in the information processing apparatus and 
"top address" indicating the place where the html files are 
registered (for example, a storage area of the HD 11) . If 
nothing is registered, both the "number of files" and "top 
address" have been NULL cleared. 
[0024] 

Next, the browser is actuated in Step S02 . Then, in Step 
S03, access to home pages of foreign countries is made. Next, 
the html file being displayed is stored in the HD 11 or the FD 
9 in Step S04, and assigns a file name at the time of storing. 
Such file name is, for example, Abcoo l.html. Then, in Step SOS, 
it is confirmed whether this html file should be translated or 
not. When not required to translate (NO in Step SOS), the process 
is terminated. On the other hand, when it is required to 
translate (YES in Step SOS), the process advances to Step S06. 
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[0025] 

In Step S06, a retrieval is made to determine whether or not 
this html file had been translated previously. In Step S07, 
whether there is a previously translated file exists or not is 
determined. When the translated html file exists (YES in Step 
S07), the process advances to Step Sll where the browser is 
actuated and the translated html file is displayed. On the other 
hand, when the translated html file does not exist (NO in Step 
S07), the process advances to Step S08. 
[0026] 

In Step S08, translation process of html is performed, and 
a Japanese language translation html file is generated. Then, 
in Step S09, the layout and editing process is performed. 



[0037] 

Here, referring to the description of the flow chart of Fig. 
2, again. 
[0038] 

In Step 10, an editing process of the management table is 
performed. First, in the management table, the item of "the 
number of files" (the number of registered files) is subjected 
to 1 increment. For example, Fig. 6(a) shows that two files are 
registered. In this case, the top address where the files are 
registered is designated as the address 1000. In the actual 
address 1000, the information regarding the registered html 
files, as shown in Fig. 6(b), is registered. 
[0039] 

The file name of a pre-translation html file is registered 
in the full pass name, including a pass name indicating the 
registered place. Here, the pass name is: /hO/Internet/cash/Abc 
001. This pass name varies according to the registered storage 
medium (for example, HD 11, FD 9) . Further, the file name of a 
post-translation html file is registered, similarly to the file 
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name of the pre-translation html file, in the full pass name, 
including a pass name indicating the registered place. Here, the 
pass name is: /hO/Internet/cash/Abc002 . In the case where there 
is a html file registered next to the html file (Fig. 6(c)) shown 
in Fig., 6(b), the top address where the information relating to 
that html file is stored in the Next address. This manner is 
used for the case where two or more files are registered. 
Further, if there is a html file which had been registered prior 
to the document shown in Fig. 6(b), the top address where the 
information relating to that previous html file is stored in the 
Prev address. 
[0040] 

Here again, referring to the description of the flow chart 
of Fig. 2. 
[0041] 

In Step Sll, the browser is actuated, and a translated and 
layout-edited Japanese language html file is displayed. 
[0042] 

As described above, according to this embodiment, when a 
foreign language html file is translated, the translation is 
registered. Thus, when the same html file is to be translated, 
the previously translated and registered html file can be 
displayed as a translation result. Therefore, the html file, 
which had been translated in the past, can be promptly displayed 
as a translation result, without repeating the same translation 
process. Further, the translation result can be displayed in the 
same layout as that of the pre-translation html file, and the 
display of an easy-to-read translation result to the user can be 
provided.
